The speaker had selected “An 
Incurasion into 17th Century English 
Prose”, and at the outect explain- 
ed that it was a mere “raid” into. 
the prose of that period, and was 
not intended to be a serfous study 
of any kind. The Iiterature be- 
longed to a period he described os 
“Pudding Time,” and proceeding 
on this Idea, ho picked ont a 
variety of plums, quoting from an 
extensive range of works to show 
the marked varicty:and freedom 
from restraint which writers of 
rrose then bogan to evince, 

-For the first time, the English 
langunge ranked o9 an ¢stablished 
Ianguago, and writers began to 
launch out independently, each 
giving freor rcin to his own pre- 
forenco for style and words, this 
also without the restriction .{m- 
posed by a latter day contact with 
commerc usages. Under tho 
impetus sct by these various 
authors, .the English language 
began to acquire an vigor and 
meaning hitherto unknown. The 
now characteristics then acquried 
were touched upon by the speaker 
in a mnsa of extracts he quoted 
from such authors as Brown, 
Fuller, Izaak SValton and Bacon.

STRENGTH OF THE 


IAT we require o strong ani 
efficient Air Force. is ad 
mitted, but that wo should fix its 
strength on a basis of parity with 
the forces of other nations ap- 
pears to be neither necossary nor 
wise. - Such o basis might well 
lead to a disastrous policy of cor- 
Petition, and to the neglect of our 
other, Services, particularly that 
fof the Navy—unless we aro pre- 
pared to face great increases of 
expenditure on armaments,: . 
It is surely better to rely on a 
careful study of our strategic pro- 
|} dlems, giving full woight to tho 
nature of our potentinl enemies 
and their difficulties, arid without 
allowing ourselvos’to be obsessed 
by the dangers ‘of -our own posi- 
tion. Tho fact that London is 
situated in’ an’ exposed position 
and offers an Immense and vulner- 
able: target should not be allowed 
to obacure our judgment or cause 
Us to neglect-our other problems. 


The strength of the Navy has 
always. been determined jn_ ro- 
lation to the strength of other 
navics, but that is no reason why 
the same criterion should be 
applied to the Air Force. Ships 
fight ships, but in air warfare the 
duel is three-cornered, and air 
combat, we fre told, takes second 
place to reprisal action when it is 
a question of air defence, Morc- 
over, in the case of the Navy, we 
have always hid to consider the 
chance of its being called on‘ to 
fight single-handed, whether in 
the Channel, in the Mediteranean, 
or in more distant seas. The 
question of - alliances does not, 
therefore, arise in deciding on the 
btrength at which the Navy should 
be maintained. Standing alone 
We must'always be prepared to 
protect our sen communications. 

On the other hand, our ‘Army 
obviously cannot fight in Europe 
without an ally, so that Its 
strength bears’ no fixed = re- 
lation to that of other Powers. 
It is merely 2 contingent 
which can come to the aid of a 
nation fn a common cause, and the 
strength of the contingent in the 
first instance is determined by the 
Size of the by-product which our 
system of maintaining our' Over- 
sexs Army provides, [G 

Now this suggests the question: 
Should we, in, determining the 
strength of our Air Force, nssume 
the ‘existence of an ally of allies’ 
in the event of our being drawn 
into.a European war, or must we 
make provision for standing 
alone? If we must be prepared 
for the latter contingency, then 
parity with the strongest Power 
that could attack scems an in- 
adequate provision. The vulnet- 
ability of the targets we offer de- 
mands a high standard of direct 
nir defence, and the relative in- 
vulnerability’ “of . our, enemies 
makes defence by reprisal com- 
‘Paratively inoective, unless we 
have a superior counter-attacking 
force of bombers, = — ;
